Both the leaders and the 
mecibers on many occasions refused to conmply with demands fro: e.bove. These 
facts speal: against regerding the Sá in a general and unconditional way as a 
crininal formation. 

Neither could the Sii be regarded es a militery organization in the real sense, 
though of course its youns'er nembers belonged to the Armed Forces during *he 


War. The SA commandins staff as such lackad every characteristic of nmilit: ry 


lesdership. Tha Si could not even be considered no a police organizs tion,

When, durins the War, it was considered usine it for air raid protection 
and police tasks, it ws ultinmately considered insedequate as an orsgenization 
and individual nen were detached to the air raid protection org-nizotions

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To conclude these considerations, lot ue add the following general facts 


in answor to the charge of collective suilt: 





It has been reserved for National Socialism to construct the collective guilt 


of a community or of a whole race out of the offences of their individual 
menbers in contradiction to the legal concepts of the entire civilized wrld. 
TMe individual nust have committed a punishable action or participated in it, 
¿nd it is, as stated on 7. 11..45 at Lueneburg by Professor SuITiG, professor 
of International Law at the University of London, "a fundamental princisple 

of law that a Tribunal cannot punish a nan for an act wich ws not subject 
to pudshnent at the tine 14t was comiitted”, A wholesale incrinins tion 

of all nonbers of major organizations, like the Sa for instance, would 

in ny opinion, be contrary to justice,.2s well as to political wisdone 

Tho individuales concerned, who for a large part prepered for positivo 
reconstruction on the side of the alles and who represent a reliable, 
indispensable and efficient potential, would be driven, in a fit of desverate 
resisnation, into fresh radical currents and indeed, to nihilismo. 

Many, particularly the young, who now feel that they have been deluded and 
decuived by their forner National Socialist leaders and are beginning to 
belicve in the proclaimed principlo of ¿justice and law against force, wowld 
lose faith in justice and inwardlgx revert to belief in the domination of force 


and to Nazisme,
